This is the view taken of

Kirkaldy, 
one of the bi'flt known authorities on economic ques­ 
tions arui proftussor of finance at Birmingham Uni­

His views were embodied in a paper which 
he r< ad before the British Association at a meeting 
in Birmingham. 
Continuing, he said:

Class J is receiving m ost attention from those esti­ 
mating the effects on world trade. 
There is a par­ 
allel eiiuidlstant front London via Suez and from New 
York via Punuma. 
On tile South Coast of Australis 
this is Port Lincoln, Adelaide being the nearest great 
port. 
All Asiatic ports west of Japan will continue 
to be nearer to London, e. g., Manila will be 2,000 
miles nearer. 
But all Japanese and 
New 
Zealand 
ports and all Australian ports east of Adelaide will 
be nearer New York. 
"Tolls. 
Panama differs from Suez here. 
Suez has 
an immediate monopoly; with Pajam a there 
is 
in 
many instances a choice of routes, and high tolls will 
deflect tonnage. 
"Freights—To benefit American shipping freight 
must be available both out and home. 
To 
benefit 
American m anufacturers freights must be low. 
At 
present, Europe supplies Australasia with manufac­ 
tured goods, and the shipping goes via Sues. 
This 
route gives a maximum of trading possibilities and 
great facilities for coaling. 
The Cape route, 
too. 
offera to fully loaded steam ships the 
advantage of 
cheap bunker coul. 
For the homeward bound voyage 
from Australasia a partly laoded steamship goes via 
the Horn to pick up cargo at ports like Monte Video. 
The canal would not attract these ships. When Pan­ 
am a is open will ull-round-the-worid services be or­ 
ganized? 
Greut Britain is in a better position to do 
this than any other country. The rumors current re­ 
cently that an existing shipping combine was trying 
lo arrange an amalgamation V ith one of the oldest 
Far Eastern shipping companies were probably due 
to thi- hope of being able to commence such a ser­ 
vice. having some of the chief trades of the world as 
tributaries, from the moment that Panama is avail­ 
able. 
America hopes to open up new markets, e. g„ 
wool. This now concentrates at Loudon, but there is 
a tendency toward d ectntialbation, and if America 
develope the wool Industry, she will get s wool m ar­ 
ket without necessarily constructing a Panama canal. 
"Fuel stations—This kill be one of the decisive fac­ 
tors. and lead to the keenest commercial rivalry. The 
American government is planning to supply good coal 
at either end of the canal at 19b. per ton. 
The Eng­ 
lish coal on the Suez route Is at present much dearer; 
to maintain the Suez route in its integrity the sup­ 
ply of cheaper coal is a necessity. 
W’hen oil replaces 
coal Hie British Empire resources will be ample to 
maintain our commercial position, but this must not 
in Hu- meantime be placed in jeopardy, or disaster 
mav Hume. 
"The political factor—'Tfte working of the Imperial 
ideal iii (ireat Britain. America, and Germany shoulj 
be Hided. 
Preferences granted by the Dominions 
have materially asslsteil British tradp. 
The posses­ 
sion t,f the Philippines lins displaced Spain from the 
losition of chief trader there in favor of America. 
"I he importance of this factor can be traced in the 
case of Japan, ami China, when settled government 
culms, will he another notable instance."
